After a vigorous defence, | 1 
the garriſon, conſiſting of about three or four = 
hundred Coss Acks, was obliged to ſurren · = 
der for want of Proviſions. No terms could A 
be obtained; and all the Russ1ans were N 
made priſoners of war. In conſequence of 5 
Which they were carried to Pekin, where 
the Emperor generouſly aſſigned them houſes | 
apart from the reſt of the inhabitants, per- — 
mitted the free exerciſe of their religion, and | 1 
gave them a daily allowance equal with his 
own ſoldiers. By this. mild treatment they 
were enabled to build the little chapel, which 
they ſtill poſſeſs. The deſcendants of theſe 
priſoners are pretty numerous, and uſeful to 
their countrymen the Russ1ays as interpre-. 
ters. I formerly mentioned that theſe diſ-

' MOOR ; and, beſides, opened a paſſage down 
that- river to the JarANESE ocean. It was, 
however, the occaſion of eſtabliſhing the 
[EITTA church i in CuixA; which ſtill con- 
tinues to flouriſh, though its members are 
not very numerous. As one prieſt dies, a- 


nother from SihERIA ſucceeds him; W 
minds chiefly his own ſmall flock, and thinks 
very little of making converts. This'cir-, 


cumſtance prevents their being obnoxious to 
the Rowan miſſionaries, who can have na 
ſuſpicion of their interfering with the intereſts 


of their church. Theſe miſſionaries are con- 


ſtantly employed in making proſelytes, and 
their endeavours have been attended with 


ſome ſucceſs. |

of pearl. The apartment itſelf was very 
ſimple, open to the ſouth, and the roof 
ſupported, on that ſide, by a row of well 
turned wooden pillars. It had no ceiling ; 
but the rafters appeared finely poliſhed, and 
perfectly clean. The floor was paved with 
a chequer-work of white and black marble; 
and in the middle of it ſtood a large braſs 
chafing-diſh, in ſhape of an urn, full of 
charcoal. At the entry were placed two 
large CMA ciſterns, filled with pure water,

We were now Sis W al 0 
different apartments of his houſe, excepting 
only thoſe of the ladies, to which none have 
acceſs but himſelf, and the eunuchs who at- 
tend them. We ſaw a noble collection of 
many curioſities, both natural and artifi- 
cial; particularly a large quantity of old 


porcelain or ChixA-ware, made in CHINA 


and Jayan; and, at preſent, to be found 
only in the cabinets of the curious. They 
conſiſted chiefly of a great number of jars of 
different ſizes, He took much pleaſure in 
telling when and where they were manu- 
factured; and, as far as I can remember, 


many of them were above two thouſand years 


old. He added, that, both in CHINA and 
Japan, they had loſt the art of making por- 
celain in that perfection they did in for- 
mer times; and the fault, in his opinion, 
lay in the preparation of the materials. 
Theſe curioſities were piled up on ſhelves to 
the very roof the houſe, and in ſuch order 
ind ſymmetry as had a pretty effect.

Next day, we arrived at the palace, about 
ten of the clock; and had immediate ad- 
mittance to the pee private apart - 
ments, few being preſent but the officers of 
the houſhold and Father PARA NIMH. After 


2 ſhort conference the muſick was ordered 


to play. There were in the room ten or 
twelve of the Emperor's grandſons, who 
ſeemed much entertained with the inſtru- 
ments. I aſked an elderly gentleman, who 


ſtood by me, how he liked the mulick ; he 


ſaid it was very good, but their own was 
better. No ladies were to be ſeen; though, 
I believe, ſeveral of them were behind a 
ſcreen at the other end of the room.

This cuſtom ſeems to be the ſame with that 
of the parentalia anciently in uſe among the 
GRErks and Romans. It is univerſal in Cni- 
NA, from the emperor to the meaneſt peaſant. 
It ſeems the Ixsui rs permitted their converts 
to viſit the tombs of their relations ; alledg - 
ing, that, without ſuch indulgence, no perſon 
would embrace ChRISsTIANIT YH; and, that 
time would wean them from ſuch ſuperſtitious 
ceremonies. The Dominic ans, on the other 
hand, affirmed that it was next to idolatry, ' 
and declared it unlawful to allow any ſuch 


cuſtom; ſtrictly prohibiting all conformity in 
their converts. Theſe differences, in all pro- 


bability, will not ſoon be determined. The 


Emperor himſelf tried to make the parties 


compromiſe matters; but finding his endea- 
vours ineffectual, he left them to agree or diſ- 


pute according to their pleaſure.

In theſe ſhops 
are found vaſt quantities of thoſe valuable 
metals, caſt into bars of different ſizes, and 
piled up one upon another; which are fold 
only by weight, as there is no current coin 
in this country; except one ſmall round 
piece of braſs, with a ſquare hole in the mid- 
dle, through which may be run a ſtring, for 
the convenience of carrying them to market. 
This coin, called joſs by the Ch INRS, is 
about the value of one tenth of a penny 
ſterling; and is extremely uſeful among the 


common people. With one of them, a 


man can buy a diſh of hot tea, a pipe of to- 
bacco, or a dram of brandy, in the ſtreets; 
and a beggar may dine for three of them, 


There are, indeed, few beggars to be ſeen” 


in the city; but, notwithſtanding the labour 
and induſtry of the inhabitants, they are fo 
numerous, that it is hardly poſſible to pre- 
vent many from being reduced to the utmoſt 
neceſſity. There are cooks ſhops, where 


dogs and cats, and ſuch other creatures, are 


dreſſed for the entertainment of theſe people.

In moſt of the ſhops I found both men, 4 
and women, unveiled. They were extreme * 
ly complaiſant, and gave me a diſh of tea | 
in every ſhop. Theſe people expoſe their | 
gold and ſilver, and other goods of value, 2 
with as much freedom and ſecurity, as the 
merchants do in Lox DON or AMSTERDAM.

barbarians, at laft reſolved to build this fa- 
mous wall. It begins in the province of 
LzoToNG, at the bottom of the bay of Nax- 
KIN; and proceeds a- croſs rivers,. and over 


the tops of the higheſt mountains, without 


interruption, keeping nearly along the circu- 
lar ridge of barren rocks that ſurround the 

country to the north and weſt ;, and, after 
running ſouthwards about twelve hundred 


EncLisH miles, ends in impaſſable mountains 
and ſandy deſerts.

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The foundation conſiſts of large blocks of cuay. XII. 
ſquare ſtones laid in mortar ; but the reſt of 1721. 
the wall is built of brick. The whole is ſo hh. 
ſtrong, and well built, as to need almoſt no 
repair; and, in ſuch a dry climate, may re- 
main in this condition for many ages. It's 
heighth and breadth are not equal in every 
place; nor, indeed, is it neceſſary they 
ſhould. When carried over ſteep rocks, 
where no horſe can paſs, it is about fifteen  - 
or twenty feet high, and broad in proportion; 
but, when running through a valley, or 14 
. croſſing a river, there you ſee a ſtrong wall, 
about thirty feet high, with ſquare towers, 
at the diſtance of a bow-ſhot from one ano- 
ther, and embraſures at equal diſtances. The 
.top of the ＋ all is flat, and paved with broad 
free · ſtone; and where it riſes over a rock, 
or any eminence, yo aſcend by a fine eaſy 
ſone-ſtair. 


The bridges, over rivers and torrents, are 
exceedingly neat, being both well contrived 
and executed. They haye two ſtories of | 
arches, one above another, to afford ſufficient | _—_— 


paſſage for the waters on ſudden rains and yl 
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This wall wis begun and completely fi- 
niſhed in the ſpace of five years; every ſixth 
man in Cana being obliged to work him- 
ſelf, or find another in his ſtead. It is re- 
ported, the labourers ſtood ſo cloſe, for ma- 
ny miles diſtance, as to hand the materials 
from one to another. This Jam the more 
inclined to believe, as the rugged rocks 
would prevent all uſe of carriages; nor 
could clay for making bricks or cement, of 
any kind, be found among them. 


The building of this wall, however, was 
not the only burthen the CHINESE ſupported, 
on this occaſion. They were alſo obliged to 
keep a numerous army in the field, to guard 


the paſſes of the mountains, and ſecure the 


labourers from being interrupted by their 


' watchful enemies the TarTARs, who, ba x

the while, were rot idle ſpectators.

Beſides the main wall, there are ſeveral 
ſemicircular walls, which have the long wall 
for their diameter, at the places leaſt forti- 
fied by nature, and at the open paſſes of the 
mountains. Theſe are ſtrongly. built, of the 
ſame materials and architecture with the long 
wall, and are of conſiderable extent, ſome - 
times on oꝶe ſide of the main wall and ſome- 
times on the other.

veral other circumſtances concurred to bring 
about a revolution in the empire; for, at

the ſame time, there happened a great inſur- 


rection in Cnixa, which, at laſt, became 


general. The rebels were commanded by 
one named LI; who, after having defeated 


the imperial army ſent to oppoſe him; inveſt- 
ed and took PRKIN itſelf. And the Em- 
peror, rather than fall into the hands of his 


furious ſubjects, firſt hanged: his daughter, | 


and then himſelf, on a tree in his own. 
garden: * 
The Emperor's general, Usancue, till 
kept the field with the ſmall remains of his 
troops; but altogether unable to reſiſt the 
powerful army of the rebels. He therefore 
retired northwards ; and, all hopes of ſucceſs 
- being, loſt, came to a reſolution of calling 
in the TarTARS to his aſſiſtance. He pro- 

| milk 
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miſed them many rewards, and, particularly, CHAP- XII. 
the province of Lzorons ; if, by their aid, 3 
he ſucceeded in forcing the rebels to obe- 
dience. Kun-, the TARTAR chief, rea- 
dily hearkened to the propoſal, and the terms 
| were ſoon ſettled between the parties.

In conſequence of this agreement, the 
new allies joined armies, which were both _ 
commanded by the TART AR, and advanced 
towards the leng wall. But before they 
reached the gate, KuM-Ti, the TAATAR 
Prince, died, and left his fon XuncsT1, a 
child of ſeven years of age, for his ſucceſſor. 
This accident did not retard the progreſs of 
the expedition; for this child was left to the 
guardianſhip of his uncle; a man of great 
abilities and addreſs, and perfectly qualified 
to conduct the important project then on 
ſoot. Dita | 
Immediately after the death of Kum T1, "2 
the young Prince was proclaimed King of the. 
MANTZURs, and commander in chief of the 
combined army of TARHARS and ChiIx ESE. 
In order to magnify the number of Ta rA Ss 
in the army, and conſequently render them · 
ſelves more formidable to the rebels, they

to dreſs all the ChixxsE ſoldiers in TARTAR 


habits. And, at entering the wall, the real 


TarTARs, in the army, did not exceed 
eight thouſand men; though, indeed, they 
were followed by ſtrong reinforcements. 


When they arrived at the wall, the Cui 
NESE, who kept guard, ſeeing a child at the 
head of ſuch an army, which they imagined 
to conſiſt wholly of Tax r ARS, wete fo ſur- 


priſed, that they immediately opened the 


gates, without the leaſt reſiſtance, crying 
out, long live the Emperor. This circum- 
ſtance, added to the reports of ſo formidable 
an army of Tax T ARS, increaſing daily by re- 
inforcements, ſtruck ſuch terror into the re- 
bels, that many of them forſook their leader. 
The TARTA Rs ſtill advanced, and had daily 
ſkirmiſhes and ſeveral battles with the rebels, 
in which the latter were defeated. In the 
mean time, the guardian took care to leave 
gariſons in all the towns through which they 
paſſed, with ſtrict orders, to uſe the inhabi- 


tants with the greateſt humanity. Such mild 
behaviour gained the affection of the nation 
in general. And thus he proceeded from 


one

pire ſubmitted to his juriſdictiouvn. 22

The war, which had laſted ſome years, 
being now at an end, and peace re · eſtabliſn- 
ed, the Cuinest thanked the TarTass for 
their good ſervices, and deſired they would 
return to their own country. But the Tar- 
TAR Chief, on various pretences, delayed 
his departure, till. ſuch time as he found his 
party ſufficiently ſtrong to fix his nephew, 
XpNssT1, on the imperial throne of China. 


RvnGsT1 died a young man, and left his 
ſecond ſon Kamni, to ſucceed him. On 
finding himſelf at the point of death, he 
called for his eldeſt ſon, and aſked :him, 

_ whether he would take upon him the govern - 
ment? but, being young and modeſt, he 
was unwilling to accept, and begged his 
father would excuſe him on that account. 
Then Kamir was called, and aſked the 
ſame queſtion. He was better inſtructed, 

and briſkly anſwered, he was ready to obey 
his father's commands, and would take the 
weight of the government upon him. This 
anſwer ſo pleaſed the Emperor, that he named 
him his ſucceſſor; and, accordingly, on the

turbed by dangerous inſurrections, and open 
rebellions; but his good fortune, and pru- 
dent conduct, overcoming all difficulties, re- 


ſtored publick tranquillity, and he has now, 


for a conſiderable time, enjoyed perfect 
peace and happineſs. Although the govern- 
ment of CuixA is abſolute, it requires no 


ſmall ſagacity and ſkill to rule an empire of

The num- 
ber of ſoldiers, reported to be in the empire, 
is prodigious, and almoſt incredible. I am 
well informed that the ſingle province and 
city of PEK1N contain no leſs than one hun- 
dred and twenty thouſand effective men, all 
well youu, cloathed, and armed.

The empire of CHINA is, in a manner, ſe-

a chain of high rocks and barren mountains 
on the north and weſt, along which runs the 
famous wall as an additional defence. But 
what, in my opinion, is a greater ſecurity - ; ms 
to the empire againſt invaders, than any 
thing yet mentioned, is the barren deſert, 
ſtretching for ſeveral hundred miles weſt- 
ward, where none but TarTars can ſubſiſt, 
and which ſcarce any regular army can paſs. 
The ſeas, to the ſouth and eaſt, are, indeed, 
open; and Cu xa might be attacked on

221. will think it proper to diſturb his own re-

I'know but one nation who could attempt 
the conqueſt of Cn INA, with any probabili- 
ty of ſucceſs, and that is Russ 14; but the 
territories of that empire are ſo extenſive, in 
this quarter of the world, as to exceed 
even the bounds of ambition itſelf; and the 
Russ1ans ſeem to entertain no deſire of ex- 

tending them farther. | 


What part of CHINA Iſaw is moſtly plain, 
interſperſed with hills and riſing grounds.

they undertake. And, what is ſtill a greater 


recommendation, their labours are not the 
effect of whim or caprice, but calculated to 
ſerve ſome uſeful purpoſe.

The ſtreets, 
in particular, are the fineſt in the world. 


They are ſpacious, neat, and ſtraight. The

over them ; and theſe canals are not only 
built with free-ſtone, on the ſides, but the 
bottoms of them paved with broad cut ſtones 
in the neateſt manner imaginable. There

raus, reſiding here, are ſuppoſed to have 


entered Carina about fix or ſeven hundred 


years ago, in company with the weſtern 
Tanrans. There is a very inconſiderable 
ſect, called Croſs - worſnippers. They wor- 


ſhip the holy croſs; but have loſt all other 
marks of CursTIANITY ; which makes it 
| probable the goſpel was preached in this

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I had ſeveral opportunities of calking with 
their phyſicians. They generally prepare

they could not draw ſome advantages from 
that diſcovery, by eſtabliſhing - a regular 
commerce between StyERIA and CHina 
promiſing themſelves no leſs, than to draw 
into Russ1 a, from that empire, a great part 

of its riches. For this purpoſe, the court of 

Russ 14 ſent, ſucceſſively, ſeveral ambaſſa- 
dors, or envoys, to CHINA; who ſucceeded 
fo well, that the CnixRSE, at length, con- 
ſented to the entry of the caravans into their 
dominions, from SraER IA, on conditions 
very advantageous to Russ 14. 

During theſe tranſactions, the Russi ans 
daily gained ground, on the frontiers of the 
Monoa LL TARTARSͤ; and even made no 
ſcruple, when they thought fit, of eſtabliſh- 

ing themſelves in their territories, with a 

deſign to approach on one ſide, along the 

river 'AMooR, towards the OrtenTAL fea; 
and on the other fide, along the SBLINGA, 
towards the frontiers of Caixa. 


In the mean time the new government of 
Cum was not long of comprehending, that 
all theſe new ſettlements, which theRuss1ans 
made upon the frontiers of the Mon Ars, 
Vould, in time, render their power too for-

midable to the ſubjects of Cix a; and might

heir aims, came now to be the accommoda- 
tion of the affair of the frontiers, and the 
regulation of limits between the two em- 
pires. But in as much as one would pre- 
ſerve to themſelves the right of doing as they 
thought fit; and the other would, at all ha- 
zards, keep them from doing what they 
thought dangerous; there aroſe a great cool- 
neſs between them; which came to blows in 
the years 1684 and 1685. It is true that 
they laboured inceſſantly, both on the one 
ſide and on the other, for a re-eſtabliſhment 
of good harmony between the two nations; 
to this end there were held two different con- 
greſſes, at the town of Nercainsky, be- 
tween the plenipotentiaries of Russia, and 
thoſe of CHix Aa. But thoſe gentlemen met 
vith ſo many difficulties, in reconciling their 
different ſentiments and intereſts, that they 
were ' obliged to ſeparate without ſucceſs, 
At laſt, F. GenniLioN, a Jeſuit, returned 
again to the town of NxxcHSkE v, in qua- 
lity of plenipotentiary of the court of Civ A; 
and there, in 1689, ſigned a treaty of peace, 
and perpetual alliance, between the two em- 
paires; which was afterwards ratified, i in the 
| uſual forms, by both the courts.

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That treaty was not very advantageous to 


the Ross1aNs; becauſe it ſet bounds to their 


eſtabliſhments'on theſe frontiers, which was 
a very diſagreeable article. And as they be- 
lieved the Cyinest would not regard it 
very ſtrictly, provided they did not advance 
further on the ſide of the SELIN OA, and the 
towns they had lately built to the ſouthward 
of the frontiers; the Russ1ans again began 
to make new ſettlements along the river 


Amoor , and, at laſt, to build along the 


ſouth bank of that river, thirty leagues be- 
yond their limits, a town they called Alx A- 


Aix; in hopes that the ChixEsE could not be 


without SIBERTIAN furs, and would rather 
chuſe to wink at theſe enterpriſes, than enter 
into a new war. But they were quite miſta- 
ken in their calculation; for the Moo ALLs

In the mean time, the Russ1ans gave 
them good words, and fair promiſes; but 


continued to carry on their point, flattering 


themſelves, that they might find ſome fa- 
vourable opportunity of pacifying them. 
Nevertheleſs, the CHINESE growing doubt - 
ful of the Russ ans complying with their 
demands, which they thought well founded, 
at length, had recourſe to force; and, in 


the year 1715, made the Moxo ALLs, ſub- 


jects to Cu INA, take arms, and laid ſiege to 
the town of Al BAzix, the place which was 
the principal ground of their complaints. 
This ſiege continued three years; and as the 
late PeTEr the great was occupied in his 
grand deſigns to the weſtward, he would not 
continue the quarrel with Chix A. Thus 


they let the town fall into the hands of the 


MoNncaLLs; and agreed to a new proviſional 
treaty with the court of PRCIN. But as 


other differences, on the frontiers, ſtill ſub- 


fiſted, the court of Russ 14 ſent again, in 
1719, an envoy extraordinary to PR IN, to 
regulate entirely what remained to be adjuſt- 
ed between the two empires; and ſeeing, that 


by means of theſe differences, the commerce

with the Koreans: they likewiſe place 
guards all around their quarters, to prevent 
any perſon from having private acceſs to 
them. When any of this nation go a- 
broad, upon any affair, the guard follows 
them every where, with large whips; to pre- 
vent any perſon from joining them in the 
ſtreet; and they dareſnot go to ſegany perſon 
without permiſſion of thò guard. As the in-

ſters of that empire ; and they have no other than clan- 
deſtine communication with theirCyrnesz.countrymen, 
They are eaſily known by their long hair, which is 
natural to them; inſtead of which the Catnese, fub- 
jeQs to the TarxTaxs, are obliged, under pain of 
death, to cut their hair ſhort, like the Karuvcxs and 
MoncaLLs, who have all their heads ſhaven, except 
a tuft of hair on the top of their head, which they 
preſerve of the natural length of their hair.

There is an appearance as if this was a ſnare laid

+ The jesvirs bad great aſcendency on the late 
Emperor of Caixa ; and, as the preſent Emperor bath 
been under their bands, it ought not to be doubted 
but he is likewiſe well affected to them, whatever 
may be reported to the contrary.

But, ſeeing one day paſs 
after another, and nothing done, I went, on 
the 15th, to the preſident, to pray him to 
give orders for repairing the houſe; at the 
leaſt, not to oppoſe my doing it at my own 
expence.

* In Cxina all is done by the diſpoſition of dif-

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PON my return with the embaſſy 
from PeKiN, as hath been formerly 
mentioned, I found his Imperial Majeſty, 
all the court, the general officers, and the 
nobility and gentry, from all the empire, af. 
. ſembled at Mosco; and great preparations 
making, at that city, for the celebration of the 
feſtivals, appointed to be ſolemnized there, 
on account of the peace, concluded at A- 
LAND in 1721, between Russta and SwR- 


DEN, after a war which had laſted more 7 


than twenty years. | 
Theſe feſtivals were accompanied with 
maſquerades, grand fire-works, balls, aſſem- 
bles, &c. the detail of which, though it 
vould ſwell this work to too large a bulk, 
yet I think it will not be unacceptable to 
the reader, briefly to relate one part of it, 
I mean the magnificent ſhows exhibited on 
this occaſion which Iam induced to by the 
| CON- 
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1722. confilleration. which at that time ſtruck me, of | 


PeTER the Greatqhis having always in view, 
even in his amuſements, and times of diverſion, 
all poſſible means of influencing his people to 
a liking of whatever tended to promote the 
good of his empire. 

The Russ TANs, in — had 8 a ſtrong 
averſion to ſhipping and maritime affairs. In 
order to appriſe them of the great advan- 
tages ariſing from a marine force, in his tri- 
umphant entry into Mogco, he repreſented 
to his people that the peace, the rejoicings 
for which were now celebrating, was obtain- 
ed by means of his naval ſtrength, 

The triumphant entry was made from a 
village, above ſeven miles from Mosco, cal- 
led Seswebskv. 

The firſt of the cavalcade was a galley, 
finely carved and gilt, in which the Towers 
plied their oars as on the water. The galley 


was commanded by the high admiral of 
Russi A. Then came a frigate, of 16 ſmall 
| braſs-guns, vith three maſts, completely 


rigged, manhed with twelve or fourteen 
youths, habited like Durch kippers, in 


black velvet, who trimmed the fails, and 


performed all the manceuvres as of a fhip at 


| ſea. Then came moſt richly decorated bar- 
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ges, wherein ſat the Empreſs and the ladies of 
the court. There were alſo pilot- boats, heav- 
ing the lead, and above thirty other veſſels, 
pinnaces, wherries, &c. each filled with maſ- 


queraders in the dreſſes of different nations. 
It was in the month of · February, at which 


time all the ground was covered with ſnow, 


and all the rivers frozen. All theſe machines 
were placed on ſledges, and were drawn, by 
hotſes, through all the principal ſtreets of 
Mosco. The ſhip required above forty hor- 
ſes to draw it. In order to its paſſing under 
the gates, the top-maſts were ſtruck ; and, 
when paſſed, ſet up again; beſides which, 
the gate-way was dug as low as was neceſ- 
ſary for admitting it to pals. ; 

Theſe. feſtivals being ended, his Imperial 
Majeſty prepared to undertake an expedition 
into into PR RSsIA, at the earneſt requeſt of 


Suach Hussg ix, the Sophy of Perera, in 


order to aſſiſt that prince againſt the App- 


GHANS, his rebellious ſubjects, who, under 
the conduct, firſt, of Myxv ais, afterwards, 
of Myz' Manuur, had not only ſeized 
upon the city and ſtrong fortreſs CHanpa- = 


HAR; but allo, had poſſeſſed themſelves of 
ſeveral provinces, on the frontiers, towards 
 Inpia; making frequent incurſions towards 
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the capital of IsPanan. As I had e 
ly been at the court of PRRSIA, I was en- 


geaged by my friend Doctor Bl. MEN TROST, 
his Majeſty's chief phyſician, to RY 


him in that expedition. 
Accordingly, about the beginning of May, 


1722, all things neceſſary being in readineſs, 


the troops embarked at Mosco, on board of 
half-gallies, built for that purpoſe, and fell 
down the river to KoLumna; near which 
town the Mosco river falls into the Ox a, a- 
bout ninety verſts from the city of Mosco.

His Ma- 
jeſty's galley carried the ſtandard of Russ1a, 
the other veſſels their enſigns diſplayed, with 
drums beating, and muſic playing; which 
altogether-made an appearance, perhaps, not 
to be equalled in any other country. In a-

&c. from ASTRACHAN, which were IP 
expected, ſhould arrive, 

They did arrive in ſafety ; but a an un- 
fortunate accident happened; the night fol- 
lowing, after their arrival, a violent ſtorm 
of wind, from the north eaſt, drove the 
greateſt part of them aſhore, where they 
were wrecked and daſhed to pieces; but, by 
good providence, not many lives were loſt, 

This misfortune diſconcerted his Majeſty's 
meaſures, and put a ſtop to the further pra- | 
greſs of his arms for the preſent; having no- _ 
thing before him but a country exhauſted of _— 
all neceſſaries; and the ſeaſon of the year 
being too far ſpent to wait a freſh ſupply 
from AsTRACHAN, the Emperor determined: 
to leave things in the ſame ſtate they then 

were in, and to return again to AsSTR a- 
CHAN, by the ſame way we came, leaving

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a garriſon at DrRBEN r ſufficient to ſecure tho + * 
advantages he had gained. 

Before I leave NerBenT I ſhall endeavour 

to give a ſhort deſcription of the place. lt is 

ſaid to have been firſt built and fortified, ac- 

cording to the ſtyle of the fortifications of 

that age, by ALEXANDER the Great; though 


ĩt is not eaſy to aſcertain that tradition, or the 


aera of its firſt conſtruction; yet, by variety of 
circumſtances, it appears to be very ancient. 

The preſent citadel, walls, and gates ſeem 
to be of EuroPEAN architecture, and no, 
mean performance. 

The citadel ſtands on the higheſt ground of 
the city towards the land- ſide. The walls of 
the city are built of large blocks of quare ſtone, 
they reach into the ſea, beyond which many 
huge rocks are tumbled, into the ſea, to pre- 
verit any approach,. or paſſage, on that ſide. 
The haven is now ſo choaked up with ſand, 
that there is hardly entry for a ſmall boat. 
8 DER BENT may be called the key to the PzR- 
si Ax empire on this ſide; and ſer ves to keep 


the mountaineers, and other neighbours, on 


chat ſide, in awe. The ſituation is very plea- | 
fant, riſing gradually, from the ſea, to the top 
of the hill, commanding a very extenſive 
proſpect, eſpecially towards the ſouth-eaſt,

their wine in Jars, buried under ground, by, 
which method it will keep good for years. 
They have alſo fruitful plains in the neigh- 
bourhood ; and, at ſome diſtance, is a large 
foreſt of walnut-trees, oaks, &c. As this 
place is a frontier of great importance, the

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Several foreign writers have miſrepreſen. 
ted and traduced the real character of Perez | 
the Great, by relating mean ſtories, picked 
up at alehouſes, and circulated among the 
loweſt claſs of people, moſt of them with- 
out the leaſt ground of truth; whereby many 
people of good underftanding have been miſ- 
led, and, even to this preſent time, look on 
him to have been a vicious man, and a cruel 
tyrant; than which nothing can be more the 


ever of his true character. 
Though he might have had ſome Ahe, 


yet it is well known, to many living at the 


time of my writing this, which is above thirty- 
ſeven years after his demiſe, that his prudence, 
juftice, and humanity-very much over-balan- 


ced his failings; which principally, if not 


ſolely, aroſe from his inclination to 5 the fair 

I hal here take the liberty to inert a yr 
we or two, which, though trifling, yet as 
ſo great a perſonage is the ſubject, will not 
a truſt)! be altogether unacceptable or unen- 
tertaining to the reader, as oy are een 
of his aſſiduity. 

About the middle of Geber 1914, I ar- 
rived at CronsTApT in an ExcLisH thip. 
"The Czar having notice of the ſhip's arrival, 
came 
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came on board, the next morning, from Sr. Px- 


TERSBURG ; being attended only by Dr. AR Es- 
KINE, who was his chief phyſician at that time, 
and, on that occaſion, ſerved him as inter- 
preter. After his Majeſty had enquired news 
about the SwEDISH fleet, &c. he eat a piece of 
bread and cheeſe, and drank a glaſs of ale, then 


went on ſhore to viſit the works carrying on 


at CRonNSTADT ; and returned, the ſame even- 
ing, in his boat to ST. PETERSBURG, diſtance 
about twenty Ex Lis miles. 

The firſt winter after my arrival at Sr. 
PETERSBURG, I lodged at Mr. Nov's, an Ex- 


GLISH ſhip-builder in the Czar's ſervice. One 


morning, before day-light, my ſervant came 


and told me that the Czar was at the door. 


I got up, and ſaw him walking up and down 
the yard, the weather being ſeverely cold and 
froſty, without any one to attend him. Mr. 
No ſoon came, and took him into the par- 


lour, where his Majeſty gave him ſome par- 
_ ticular directions about a ſhip then on the 
Rocks ; which having done, he left him. 


His Majeſty's perſon was graceful, tall, and 
well-made; clean, and very plain in his ap- 


parel. He generally wore an Exolis drab- 
colour frock, never appearing in a dreſs-ſuit of 
| cloaths, unleſs on great feſtivals, and remark. 


able 
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1722. able holidays; on which occaſions he was 
— ſometimes dreſſed in laced cloaths, of which 

ſort he was not owner of above three or four 
ſuits. When he was dreſſed, he wore the order 
of ST. ANDREW ; at other times, he had no 
badge, or mark, of any order, on his perſon. 
His equipage was fimple, without attendants: 
In ſummer, a four-oared wherry was always 
attending, to carry him over the river, if he 
ſhould want to croſs it, which he frequently 
did. When he went about the town, by 
land, he always made uſe of an open two- 
wheeled chaiſe, attended by two ſoldiers, or 
grooms, who rode before, and a page, who 
| ſometimes ſtood behind the ehaiſe, and often 
fat in it with his Majeſty, and drove him. In 
_ winter, he made uſe of a fledge; drawn by 
one horſe, with the ſame attendants. He 
found theſe to be the moſt expeditious ways 
of conveyance; and uſed no other. He was 
abroad every day in the year, unleſs confined 
at home by illneſs, which rarely happened ; 
= ſo that ſeldom a day paſſed but he was ſeen 
1 in almoſt every part of the city. 5 
= I have more than once ſeen him ſtop, in 
= the ftreets, to receive petitions from perſons: 
19 | who thought themſelves wronged by ſenten-

ing the petition, the perſon was told to come 
next day to the ſenate; where the affair was 
immediately examined, and determined, if 
the nature of it would admit its being done 
in ſo ſnort a time. It will naturally follow, 
that ſuch free acceſs to his perſon, was not 
only productive of great relief to many poor 
widows and orphans, but alſo a ſtrong check 
upon judges; and tended very much to pre- 
vent any fort of influence prevailing on them 
to pronounce unjuſt ſentences, for which they 
were 1o likely to be called to account. 

His Majeſty might truly be called a man 
of buſineſs ; for he could diſpatch more af- 
fairs in a morning, than an houſeful of ſena- 
tors could do in a month. He roſe almoſt 
every morning in the winter- time, before four 
o'clock, was often in his cabinet by three 
_ o'clock, where two private ſecretaries, and 
certain clerks, paid conſtant attendance. He 
often went ſo early to the ſenate, as to occa- 
ſion the ſenators being raiſed ont of their 
beds to attend him there. When aſſembled, 
after hearing cauſes between ſubject and ſub- 
ject, or publick affairs, regarding the interior 
of the empire, read by the ſecretary, and the 
opinion of the ſenate recited thereupon, he 
would write upon the proceſs, or upon the 


affair,

affair, under deliberation, with his own hand, 
in a very laconic ſtyle, © Let it be according 
e to the decree of the ſenate;” and ſome 
times would add ſome cler alterations, 
ſuch as he thought fit to mention, and under. 
wrote PETER. 8 

His Majeſty knew ſo little of relaxation 'of 
mind when awake, that he never allowed his 
time of reſt to be broke in upon, unleſs in 
caſe of fire. When any accident of that kind 
happened, in any part of the town, there 
was a ſtanding order to awake him on its firſt 
appearance; and his Majeſty was frequent- 
ly the firſt at the fire, where he always re- 
mained, giving the neceſſary orders, till all 
further danger was over. This example of 
paternal regard of the Czar for his ſuhjects 
was, of courſe, followed by all the great 
officers, and thoſe of the firſt quality ; which 
was frequently the means of ſaving many 
thouſands of his fubje&ts from utter ruin, 
whoſe houſes and goods, without ſuch fin- 
gular aſſiſtance, muſt have ſhared the fate of 
their ruined neighbours. —— 

In acts of religion he appeared devout, 
but not ſuperſtitious. I have feen him at his 
publick devotions in church many times. 1 
have been preſent, when his Majeſty, not 
2817 | hkmg 
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Uiking the clerk's manner of reading the 
pſalms; bath taken the bock from the clerk, — 


and hath read them himſelf; which he did 
very diſtinctly, and with proper emphaſis. 
His Majeſty was allowed, by the beſt judges 
of the ScLavonian and Russi Ax languages, 
to be as great a maſter of them, as any the 
moſt learned of his ſubjects, whether church- 
men or laics. He wrote a very good hand, 
very expeditiouſly, yet the characters di- 


ſtinct enough; of this I myſelf am ſome 


judge, having ſeen many of his letters, all 

wrote with his own hand, to Mr. HERR 
ST1LE8s,- and others. As to his ſtyle, ſome 
of his ſecretaries, and other competent 


judges of the language, affirmed, that they 


had never known any man who wrote more 
correctly, or could compriſe the ſenſe and 
meaning of what he wrote in ſo few words, 
als his Majeſty. 1 rich vi 

The following I had from a certain Russ 


gentleman, of very good family, and who 


was a general officer of unexceptionable 
character in the army, who had attended 
his Majeſty, from his very youth, in all his 


expeditions. This officer being an old 


friend of mine, I went to pay bim a. viſit 
one evening, long after the death of P- 
Vol. II. Ce TER 
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2. vx the great; when he told me, that ſuch | 
and ſuch old officers, naming them, ad din- 
ed with him that day, and that the prinei- 
pal ſubject of their converſation turned on 
the actions of their old father, (as he term- 
ed him, by way of eminence,) Peres the 
great. He told me further, 'that though his 
-Majeſty ſeemed to be ſevere, on certain 
occaſions, yet not one of them all could pro- 
duce or recolle& one ſingle inftance of his 
Having puniſhed an honeſt mat; or, that 
he had cauſed! any perſon to ſuffer any pu- 
niſhment who had not well deſerved it. 
He hath been repreſented as making too 
frequent uſe of ſpitituous liquors to exceſs, 
which is an-unmetited aſperſion; for he had 
aun averfion to all ſors, and to thoſe too 
mach given to drink. It is true, he had his 
mes of diverſion, when he would be mer- 
ry himſelf, and liked to ſee others ſo; this 
may have been neceſſary, and proper for the 
unbending his: mind from affairs of great 
weight; bur fuch amuſements occurred ge- 
norally during holidays, and feſtival times, 
and was, with him, at no time of long con- 
tinuance. It hat been. imputed to him, 
and not without ſome appearance of reaſon, 
AS ARE views in encouraging 
drinking 
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on theſe occaſtons; he mixed with the com- 
pany, and, converſing with them on the 
footing of a companion, had better opportu- 
nities, at ſuch times, of diſcovering the real 
fentiments of thoſe about him, than when 
they were quite cool. | 

Thoſe, who by their offices about the 
perfor of Pxrrx the great, might be ſup- 
poſed to be the beſt acquainted with his dif- 
poſition, always diſavowed his drinking to 
exceſs ; and inſiſted on his being a ſober 
Prince. I can aver, that, during the cam- 
paign of the expedition to DxRBEN in Pen- 
sta, he was not once guilty of the leaſt ek 


ceſs; but rather lived abſtemiouſly. In this 


point I could not be miſtaken, as the tent 
of Ds. BuomenTaosT, his Majeſty's chier 
phyſician, with whom I lodged, was always 
the neareft tent to'that of his Majeſty. 

I ſhall give one inſtance in proof of what 


I have advanced, concerning the temperance 


of this great man, viz. In our third day's: 
march, on our return from DzszznT, we 
were kept iti continual alarm by conſiderable 
bodies of mountaineers, both horſe and foot, 
whom we ſaw hovering on the tops of the 
adjacent hills; though they dared not to 

: Ce 2 come 
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come. down. to the plain, to attack any part 
of our army, yet it was neceſlary to be 
watchful of them; which, in ſome meaſure, 
impeded our march. The evening of that 
day, we had a hollow way to paſs, which 
took up much time, and obliged the great- 
eſt part of the army to remain there all 
night; ſo that none reached the camp, ex- 
cept the guards, and ſome light horſe who. 
attended their Majeſties. On my arrival 
there, about midnight, I found only his Ma- 
zeſty's tent ſet up; and another ſmall one 
for Mr. FRLTrox, the Czar's principal cook, 
and maſter of his kitchen. I went: into FeL- 
ToN's tent, and found him all alone, with 
a large ſauce · pan of warm grout before 
him, made of buck wheat with butter; 
which, he told me, was the remains of their 
Majeſties ſupper, who eat of nothing elſe 
that evening; and who were juſt gone to 
During the whole march, his Majeſty, for the 
moſt part, rode an ENGLISH pad, about four- 
teen hands high, for which he had a particu- 

lan liking, as it was very tractable and eaſy 
to mount. His picture is drawn by Ca- 
RAVAC. on this horſe. He did not wear 
boots, as he very often walked on foot. In 
| | the 
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the heat of the day, when the army halted, 1 722. 
he uſed to go into the Empreſs's coach, and * 
ſleep for half an hour. His dreſs, during 
the march, was a white night cap, with a | 
plain flapped hat over it, and à ſhort di- _ 
mitty waiſteoat. When at any time he re- 4 
ceived meſſengers, from the chieftains of the 
mountaineers, he put on his regimentals, as 
an officer of the guards, being lieutenant co- 
lonel of the Px ROB AR asHensKyY regiment. 
PDuring the whole courſe of his life, his 
Majeſty avoided all ſorts of ceremony, ex- 
cept on publiek occaſions. His manner of 
living, in his houſe, was more like that of a 
private gentleman, than of ſo great a mo- 
narch. I was once at court on a holiday, 
when the Emperor came home from church 
to dinner, with a large attendance of his 
miniſters, general officers, and ↄther great ö 
men. His table was laid with about fifteen EC 
covers.

The town of Be LOZERKOFF,, ſo called 
s from a white church there, is a pretty large 
place, and is fortified.

ter the city, the general irregularity and 


| Ferrowneſs of the ftreets do in no degree 
correſpond with the magnificent appearancs, 
it makes at a diſtance; which is, indeed, 


the caſe of many of the cities and great
